Increase in the demand or improvement in collectiotis’ ‘account for the 
increases shown above, while the several decroases are ascribed, in Dinapore to 
eee ieerenge of plague, and in other towns to laxity in administration. To 
this, however, Patna is an exception. The decrease in the sum collected iv due, 
not to any falling off in the standard of collections, but to the diminution of 
_ the outstanding arrear demand. In the year under review the total cdllections 
exceeded the current demand and the atrear balance was still further rediaced. 
This result is extremely creditable to the municipality, tle more so since thie 
- number of rate-payers which it ¢ontaitis very greatly exceeds that in any 
mufassal town in the province.

Divisions. The Municipal Commissioners of Patna remitted a sum of Rs, 3,039 
on account of ferry rents to compensate the lessee for the loss of income on the 
occasion of the Sonepore Fair due to the appearance of the plague. Arrears 
to the amount of Rs. 5,465 were realised by the Commissioners in the previous 
year, which accounts for the comparative decline in the present year. The | 
decrease in the Bhagalpur Division «was shared by the municipalities of — 
Monghyr (Rs. 1,450) and Bh pur (Rs. 3,833). In the former the decrease 
was due to default on the part of a farmer, and in the latter to the deposit 
of earnest money on account of a ferry having been wrongly credited to the 
ferry accounts in January 1898. In ‘the Burdwan Division the bulk of the 
decrease occurred at Burdwan, owing to the settlement of the ferries at a 
smaller rent during the year. Tho increase in the Dacca Division occurred 
mainly in the Dacca Municipality, where it was due to the realization of 
arrears. 

22. Water-rate.—This rato is levied in nine towns where water-works haye | 
been installed, against eight in the previous year. At Dacca the Commissioners 
levy no rate for the water supplied, Deducting Rs. 7,971, the receipts accruing 
tothe Berhampore Municipality for the first time, the revenues in the remaiaing 
eight towns show an increase of Rs. 18,325, the receipts in them having risen 
from Rs. 2,00,614 to. Rs. 2,18,939, The increase was shared mainly by the 
municipalities of Howrah (Rs. 5,986), Burdwan (Rs. 3,728), Cossipore-Chitpur 
(Rs, 4,214), and Bhagalpur (Rs. 5,710). The levy of an increased rate and 
adoption of coercive measures led to the improvement in the collections at 
these places, At Darjeeling the receipts declined by Rs. 3,447, owing to 
the reduction of the rate from. 8; to 22 per cent. on the annual value of 
holdings, and also to the suspensioa of the collection of the rate after the 
disastrous cyclone and landslips of 24th September 1899, 

23. Lighting-rate—This rate is levied only inthe municipalities of Howrah 
and Darjeeling. In the former the receipts declined from Rs. 45,112 to 
Rs. 44,789, whilst in the latter they rose from Rs, 9,241 to Rs. 15,499. The 
decline at Howrah was due to a uniform rate of 3 per cent. being levied 
throughout the municipality in lieu of the 33 per cent. rate which was hitherto” 
in force in some portions of it. At Dospenting the rate, which was raised. 
from 2 to 2} per cent., was levied throughout the year, whilst in 1898.99 
the rate was only in force for a portion of the yew. ryt

81. Office and Collection Establishment.—The total ex penditure on office 
establishment shows an increase of Ks. 4,226, and that on collection establish- 
ment of Rs. 6,548. There has been a steady growth of expenditure under this 
heading during the past five years, but it is evident from the Commissioners’ 
reports that this item is carefully scrutiniscd by themin passing the budgets 
of municipalities. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division reports 
that there is a tendency in some of the “advanced” municipalities to create new 
appointments or to raise the pay of their servants, in anticipation of sanction 
to budget provision and in disregard of orders disallowing the budget provi- 
sions or prohibiting such irregular and unauthorised expenditure, and that, to 
check this tendency, the Commissioner found it necessary in the case of 
one municipality to pass an order, under the new rule 52A. of the Municipal 
Account Rules, directing the audit in the Magistrate’s office of the municipal 
establishment bills with reference to the sanctioned scale before payment of 
the bills, The Commissioner further reports that, with a view to obviate 
inconsistencies and great variations in expenditure under these two heads, 
attempts are being made gradually to introduce a fixed and proportionate scale 
of expenditure on office and collection establishments with permissicn to the 
Municipal Commissioners to settle details within those limits. 

82, Prevention of jire.—The expenditure under this head rose from 
Rs, 18,822 to Rs. 20,982, and almost the entire amount of the charge was 
incurred in the municipalities which are served by the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade and contribute to its cost, viz., Howrah (Rs. 4,358), Cossipore-Chitpur - 
(Rs, 13,016), Maniktala (Rs. 699), and Garden Reach (Rs. 850). Outside these, 
the only expenditure of any amount was incurred by the Serampore Munici- 
pality, viz., Rs, 1,186 on the purchase of a fire-engine. 

33. Street-lighting.—The expenditure under this head rose from Rs. 1,53,170 
to Rs, 2,13.611, showing an increase of Rs. 60,441, or 39°4 per cent , which was 
shared by all the Divisions except Chittagong, where the expenditure shows a 
small decline of Rs. 137. ‘The increaso was largest in the act Division, 
where the expenditure rose from Rs. 25,004 to Rs. 69,198. This, however 
is mainly accounted for by the payment of arrear bills by the municipality of 
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Howrah, The next largest increase occurred in’ the Rajshuhi Division of 
Rs. 9,059, out of which Rs, 6,854 occurred at Darjeelin alone, due to an 
increase in the working expenses of the electric-light installation in that town, 
and to the cost of repairs to the installations which were damaged by tho 
cyclone and landslips of 24th September 1899. Sixteen municipalities spent 
nothing on this service, against 17 in tho previous year. 
34, Watr-supply.—Under this head the total expenditure rose from 

Ris, 2,01,887 to Rs. 2,40,507, showing an increase of Rs. 39,120, or 19°4 per 
cent. over the expenditure in the previous year. The increase was shared by 
six Divisions, of which Burdwan and Rajshahi return the largest figures, viz., 

. 19,011 and Rs. 16,999. In the former Division the munic; lity of Howrah 
incurred an increased expenditure of Rs. 16,692 on the extension of the water- 
supply:to 20 lanes not served before, in which 36 additional stund-pipes have 
been supplied. There was an increase of Rs. 2,073 at Burdwan, due to the 
payment of arreur bills for the supply of coal, Darjeeling shows an increase 
of Rs, 21,195, due to special repairs to the pipe lines, which were considerably 
damaged by the cyclone of 24th September 1899, and also to an increase on 
ordinary repairs and establishments. ‘The question of improving and extend- 
ing the water-supply of the town has been settled, and the Commissioners have 
already aioauenoed | the requisite works by means of a loan from Government. 
The supply of water will bo raised, when the works now under construction 
are completed, to 276,000 gallons a day. The Pasteur Chamberland filter 
installed in the town has been removed by the contractors, owing to the failure 
of the works to fulfil the terms of the contract. At Cossipore-Chitpur the whole 
area is now eupplied with filtered water. The total length of the pipes laid is 
85,743 running feet, and there are altogether 110 double-mouthed und seven 
single-mouthed stand-pipes placed at convenient distances. At Maniktola a 
further length of 4,077 feet of pipes was laid and 13 new hydranis were 
erected during the year. A scheme was worked out during the year two 
lay pipes along six miles of roads within the populous quarter of the South 
Suburban Municipality with 25 hydrants at convenient distances. The 
scheme was sanctioned by Government after the close of the year, At 
Garden Reach the scheme for providing filtered water to the people of the 
populous portion of the town is still under the consideration of a Sub-Committeo 
appointed by the Municipal Commissioneis. At Baraset a Larymore boiler, 
set up at a cost of Rs, 521, is said to be giving excellent water to the people 
of the town. The Municipal Commissioners are pay J steps to acquire and 
improve a tank in each ward by means of a loan from Government. At 
Berhampore the new water-works were opened during the year. At Rajpur 
two tanks have been excavated at a cost of Rs. 4,750. At Rampur Boalia 
almost all tho tanks were flushed with river-water during the flood season. 
The Chairman reports that during the hot weather, when a big chur formed 
in the river leaving a stagnant channel below the town, the water of which 
was not fit for drinking purposes, water from the flowing stream was fetched 
by boats and siiplied to the public at a nominal cost; but very few persons 
availed themselves of this supply of river-water, preferring to drink the foul 
tank water, for which they had to pay nothing. The water-supply of this 
town is very bad, and is, in the opinion of the Civil Surgeon, responsible 
for the recurring epidemics of cholera. The Commissioners are considering a 
scheme for improving the pepe 62.8 The Municipal Commissioners of 
Gaya have still before them a comprehensive scheme for a supply of filtered 
water, which, however, cannot be carried out for want of funds, : The question 
of water-su ply at Bhagalpur has recently been much complicated by the 
shifting of the stream of the Ganges, and water is now drawn from a stream 
in which the supply is insufficient and the quality very inferior. It was 
Proposed that a series of wells should be sunk in the chur near the intake, 
Dd that they should be covered over with brick domes, so as to furnish a con. 
tinuous supply of naturally-filtered water at all times of the year. Government 
sanctioned a grant of Rs. 10,000 from the Provincial revenues for the purpose, 
‘and offered to sanction a loan of Rs, 15,000; but the municipality has so far 
sunk only one well, and the remainder of the scheme is in aboyance. ‘l'o make 
the difficulty worse, the management of the works themselves has been v 
inefficient. “A new Superintendent, however, has recently been appointed, 
under whom an improvement is reported to have commence 
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Considerable activity was displayed during the year in several municipali- 
ties in excavating ‘tanks and sinking wells and tube-wells, in improving 
existing tanks and wells, and specially reserving selected tanks and wells for 
drinking and culinary purposes. 

The statement in Appendix M shows the statistics of sources of water- 
supply sane in each municipality and of the quality and quantity of 
the supply. 

35 Drainage.—The total expenditure rose from Rs. 1,16,987 ta 
Rs. 1,31,292, showing an increase of Rs. 14,305, or 12°2 per cent. over the 
expenditure of the previous year, An increase of Rs, 17,533 occurred under 
maintenance charger, whilst capital expenditure declined by Rs, 3,228, The 
largest increase occurred in faiiaen Division (Rs, 10,176) and in Burdwan 
(Ks. 6,736), whilst the expenditure shows a falling off in the Bhagalpur Division 
of Rs. 3,928, The following municipalities show the largest fluctuations in the 
expenditure under this head :—

A comprehensive scheme for the drainage of the Howrah Munici ality is 
under preparation by the Municipal Engineer. The present stato of the road- 
side drains is reported to be very camp A At Patna nine new drains were 
constructed du the year, and several old drains were remodelled and linked 
up. A large well was sunk and a reservoir constructed for flushing a large, 
underground drain and other drains connected with it. Tho great improve- 
ments which have been made in the sanitary condition of Patna under the present 
regime have, it is satisfactory to observe, been maintained and continued during ° 
the year under review, Four years ago the condition of the town was inek 
that local opinion demanded a special Commission on it. The city is now re- 
ported by the Sanitary Commissioner to be in process of becoming one of the 
cleanest and healthiest municipalities in India. At Muzaffarpur the increased 
expenditure was incurred on the construction and repair of drainage channels. 
At Monghyr the Commissioners have taken steps to improve the roadside 
drains in two of the most important wards by means of a loan of Rs. 10,000 
from Government and the sum of Rs. 18,280 raised by subscription. The 
work in one ward has commenced, and the scheme for the other ward is under 
the consideration of the Sanitary Board. 

36. Conservancy (including road-cleaning and watering and latrines).—The 
total charges on this account amounted to Rs. 10,86,791, a figure practically the 
same as that of the previous year. The statistics given in Appendix F show 
that the expenditure on this, the most important item of municipal expendi- 
ture, varied from 62'6 per cent. of the total expenditure during the year at 
Bhatpara to 4-2 per cent, at Taki. Amongst other towns with hi percentages 
of expenditure on this item may be mentioned Titagarh (58'4), Garblia (51°7), 
Noakhali (49°3), Naihati (49-2), and Foogtily and Chinsura (48°68); whilst, 
on the other hand, comparati7sly small expenditure was incurred in the muni- 
cipalities of Jessore (20°5), Khulna (17-0), Rampur Boalia 21°2), Darbhanga 
(16:4), Motihari (17:7), and Bhagalpur (17:79), all of which form the head- 
quarters of districts, It is curious to note how the percentage of expenditure 
varies in municipalities similarly cireumstanced, such as Jhalakati and Pirojpur 
in the Backerganj district, where, with the same amount of income during 
the year, the percentdges were 40-7 and 25:5, py amp As regards large 
towns, however, which from time to time incur arge capital expenditure on, 
drainage or water-works schemes, comparative percentage figures are naturally 
subject to considerable fluctuations. whore was a nominal decline at Patna, 
Owing to the fact that in 1898-99 the municipality had to undertake the con-

At Burdwan the increase was due partly to the payment of charges 
incurred in the previous year, and artly to increased expenditure incurred 
during the year. The increase at Titagarh was due to the excavation of two 
tanks on the trenching-ground, and the employment of additional establishment, 
Increased establishment and the construction of a public latrine account for the 
increase at South Barrackpore. At Garden Reach the increase was chiefly on 
account of the sinking of six wells for road-watering. The decline at Howrah 
and Darbhanga is only apparent, being due to the wrong classification in 
1898-99 of certain charges under this head, which have been shown under the 

head in 1899-1900. No explanation has been given of the reduction at 
Keanaipore, whilst that at Baidyabati was due to the unsatisfactory ground of the 
reduction of the conservancy staff. It is reported that coke-breeze filters are 
workiug satisfactorily at Dacca, Narayanganj and Nasirabad. : 

Since the close of the year the Sanitary Board have published a report 
on the results of the experiments carried on by the Sanitary Engineer in 
the septic tank treatment of sewage. Further experiments have been directed 
by Government, and in the meantime municipal authorities have been advised 
to proceed cautiously in introducing the system, : : 

. 87, Hospitals and. Dispensaries.— Tho expenditure under this head 
amounted to Ks, 3,89,172, an increase of Rs. 28,516 on the previous year. 
. The actual expenditure from arp, > revenues was Rs, 2,50,165, showing 
an increase almost precisely equal to that in the contributions made to muni- 
cipalities for medical purposes. ‘The most important undertaking of the . 
year was bt Khulna, where a new hospital was constructed by the municipality 
with the aid of a contribution from Government and liberal private subscrip- 
tions. This undertaking affords a gratifying example of what can be effected 
by well-directed public spirit. In Darb anga the outdoor dispensary was con- 
verted into an indoor hospital, causing @ rise in expenditure of Rs. 5,513, and 
extensions and improvements were made in the dispensary at Burdwan, On 
the whole, it appears that municipalities contribute to this purpose as liberally 
as their resources will permit. Complaints, however, occur in the reports of the . 
unwillingness of private individuals to subscribe to the support of institutions 
under the management of municipalities, ‘The liberality of the public is 
conspicuous on special occasions, as in Khulna during the ‘year under review, 
when funds are required for a tangible object, such as the construction of a 
new building; but interest in medical institutions has been found almost 
invariably to flag when it comes to keeping up a regular, flow of subscriptions 
for the maintenance of a municipal dis nsary. This fact was specially 
brought to the notice of Government during’ the yeor, and instructions 
were issued with a view to ggg. that the contributions of munici- 
* pulities to dispensaries should be fixed for definite periods, that unofficial 
ing Committees should exercise more direct control over management 
Dae tires a greater interest than they at present have in obtaining 
subseriptious by the certainty of being able to. devote the whole amount 
collected, in addition to the municipal contribution, to the improvement of 
" their dispensaries. These instructions will, it is hoped, have a good effect in 
jnereasing private contributions.

With 
the exception of Howrah and Bhagalpur tie financial condition of all theso 
municipalities is satisfactory; and an improvement in administration would 
put the finances of these towns also on a sound basis. 

43. Audit of Accounts, and embczzlemenis.—A large number of cases of 
embezzlement was brought to notice again during the past year, most of which 
were facilitated by laxity of supervision of the collection establishment. ‘lhe 
defalcations occurred in the municipalities of Kotrang, Maniktala, Nator, 
Darjeeling, Nalchitti, Patna, Kishenganj, Lohardaga and Daltonganj. Tho 
list is longer than it should bo, and it is necessary that Ghairmen and Vico- 
Chairmen of municipalities should pay greater regard to the Municipal Account 
Rules than they appear to do at present 

44. Working of the Porters and Dandiwallas' Act.—The Act is in force only 
in the Darjeeling Municipality. ‘I'he total number of porters and dan tivallas 
registered during the year was 653, against 750 in the previous vear. Thore 
were 25 prosocutions under the Act, against 22 in 1898-99, und tho amount of 
fines realised was Ks, 38. No liconso was cancelled during the year. ‘Tho law 
continued to be carefully worked, and a close supervision is exercised over the 
porters and dandiwallas.

2. Character of the scason—Tho rainfall in July was, om 


the whole, well distributed, and was fairl continuous over 
the greater part of the” Province. In the Burdwan and 
Chota Nagpur Divisions, however, it was much in defect, 
while in North and East Bengal it exceeded the normal. 


In August the fall was irregularly distributed, and was more. : 


or less in defect everywhere, except in Orissa and the 
adjacent districts, The fall was much more copious and 
general in a and in the Burdwan, Presidency, and 
the Orissa Divisions it. was exceptionally heavy.” Rain 
early in October is said to have injured the crop in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts, but the fall in that month was below 
the normal in most parts of the Province. The season was, 
taken altogether, unfavourable to this crop. 

8. Area sown.—From the annexed abstract of the district 
returns, it will be seen that the normal area under the early 
cotton crop in this Provinee is 89,800 acres. .'The area 
actually sown this year is estimated at 86,200 aeres as against 
87,600 acres sown last year. The decrease is slight, and is: 
attributable to unfavourable weather at the time of sowing. © 

4. Character of the crop—It will be seen from the 
appended statement that out of the fifteen districts which 
grow early cotton, only two (Ranchi and Singhbhum) have 
estimated a normal crop. Balasore, Monghyr, Manbhum, and 
Hazaribagh have returned a crop of between 90 and 100: 
per cent., while four others (Palamau, Midnapore, Bhagalpur, 
and the Sonthal Parganas) anticipate an outturn of betweon 80 
and 90 per cent. In the remaining five districts the estimate. 


varies between 50 and 80 per cent, Taking the Province as a ° 


whole, the outturn this year promises to be much better than 
that obtained last year, and may be estimated at about 90 
per cent, as against 64 per cent. estimated in 1899, 

5. Gross onttuen—'The total yield of the early cotton crop 
this year is estimated at 7,500,000 Ibs. against 5,7 00,000 Ibs. 
produced last year. The average yield of the six preceding 
years amounted to 6,500,000 Ibs.

Wearner during November was fine and settled with little or no interruption over both 
the Province ond the Bay. Even in the extreme south, where monsoon conditions still 
obtain in ordinary years, there was no cyclonic disturbance, and the cnly appearance of a. 
depression was in the early days of the month, when pressure fell briskly on the Madras coast. - 
The depression which must have formed over the central parts of the south of the Bay 
became diffused. on approaching the Madras coast, and caused cloudy weather with a few 
light showers over a wide area. The rainfall area extended slowly northwards, and the 
only rainfall recorded in the Province during the month occurred during the early days, and 
appears to have been cdused by the above disturbance. 

The showers in Orissa and South-West Bengal were barely measurable, but in East 
Bengal nearly a quarter of the normal amount for the month was received. Chota Nagpur, 
Bihar, and North Bengal were entirely ra‘nless. * 

With the unbroken cloudless weather which beonme establishe1 after the firstoweek and 
continued throughout the month, day temperature was steadily abové the normal, and on 
an average for the whole month was in excess by considerable amounts. Tae greatest 
excess was 8° at Burdwan, Caloutta, Noakhali, and Chittagong. Owin probably to the 
westerly winds being more persistent than usual towards Burma, low night readings were 
most frequent at eastern stations and in tho north of the Bay, the greatest defect being 2° to 
4° in Arakan, Mean excess was 1° in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and Assam, and about half a 
degree in Bengal Proper and Orissa 


At the beginning of the month pressure was above {he normal at all stations, most so 


on the Madras coast, where excess was ‘1 inch, and the area of lowest pressure was over the 
south of the Bay. The westerly winds at Madras stations showed an indraught towards 
a depresssion probably at no great distance from the coast as pressure had began to fall 
there, but wind force was about average. The fall of pressure continued on the 2ud; and 
as a rise had begun in the east and north of the Bay, the depression was move to the west, but 
winds were still westerly on the Madras coast. ‘I'he variation from normal pressure on that 
date ranged from less than ‘01 inch in the south-west of the Bay to about +1 inch in Assam, 
Heavy cloud had eproad northwards from Burma, being fairly general in Bengal, and light 
showers fell at three stations in Hust Bengal. The westward motion of the depression ceased 
on the 8rd ; pressure rose in the west and fell in the east, a change which continued more 
rapidly on the 4th, by which time all trace of the disturbance had ceased, except that a 
few showers were still falling in {ast Bengal. There was thea a steep pressure gradient 
from north-west to south-east, and north-westerly winds generally prevailed over the Gay and 
the Province. 

The relatively low pressure in the east with the gor parm westerly winds remained 
the chief feature during the subsequent weok, and fine settled weather was general, except in 
the extreme south-west of the Bay, where heavy rain began on the 6th, but was of short 
duration, Temperature was practically normal during those days, except in Beuagal Proper, 
where excess amouuted to 2° or 8°, 

tee the lith and 17th pressure steadily but slowly increased, fin» settled weather 
prevailed, and temperature was normal over the Province. After a brisk fall of pressure on 
the latter date the slow rise again sot in; and temperature was more in excess in Bengal than 
at any other time during the month. These changes were, however, the oscillations usual in 
fine weather, but in the south it was not so settled, as rainfall was more heavy at Madras 
stations on the 19th and 20th 

There was no noticeable change over the Province or the north of the Ba: till the 23rd, 
when a very shallow depression entered the western districts. It caused a slight increass of — 
cloud, a faint cyclonic wind ciroulation, and a rise of temperature which was chiefly confined 
to the west of the Proviace. ‘his slight disturbance ceased on the 25th, and the only 
during the remaining days was a moderate fall of Pressure which began in Assam on the 
27th, caused a shallow depression along the foot of the Himalayas, with westerly or south- 
westerly winds on the 28th, and was Followed by a rapid rise on the 29th. These changes 
Were not accompanied by any increase of cloud, and the only rainfall during those days was 
at Sibsagar. Temperature fell in the east, but, as during the greater J ms of the month, it 
remained above the normal in tie western districts. On the lust day of the month pressure, 
temperature, and winds were practically normal, and ordinary cold-season weather prevailed. 

Pressure was practically normal for the month as a whole. Somo slight excess is 
shown in Uhota Nagpur and Orissa, and a defect -rather larger in Bihar and N orth

Character of the scason.—Appendix II of this report 


shows the rainfall of the season, ¢. ¢., from May to Novem- 

ber 1900. ‘Ihe anfe-monsoon sliowers commenced in April, “ 
* but gave less than the normal rain both in that month and = « 
in the next over the greater part of the Province, though in 
South-West Bengal and in the Chota Nagpur Division the 
fall was unusually heavy. In June, the rainfall, though 
much interrupted, was not deficient on the whéle, The rain 
in July was fairly continuous and well distributed, the only 
noticeable deficiency being in the Burdwan and Chota 
Nagpur Divisions. In August, the fall was badly distri- 
buted and was more or less in defect everywhere, except 











in Orissa and the adjacent districts, The fall was much 
more copious and general in tes et and in the Burdwan, 
Presidency and the Orissa Divisions it was exceptionally 
heavy. onagt abruptly, however, in October, during 
which month there was very little rain anywhere, except in 
Orissa, while in November there was practically no rain at 
all. ‘he season has on the whole been an unfavourable 
one for the winter rice crop. 

Area sown:— The figures denoting the normal area under 
this crop have been revised by several District Officers since 
the submission of the preliminary forecast, with. the result 
* that the total normal area under winter rice now stands at 
31,530,000 acres, Estimates of the area actually sown 
this year with winter rice have also been revised in some 
cases, in consequence of which the total of column 7 of 
Appendix I now shows 28,949,900 acres. The total area 
baltbentod with winter rice last year amounted ‘to 31,239,800 
acres. The decrease in the area sown is mainly due to the 
want of rain at the time of sowing and transplanting. 

Character of the crop.—F rom the abstract of the district 
returns contained in Appendix I, it will appear that only 9 
districts out of 45 (Backergunge, Champaran, Muzaffurpur, 
Bhagalpur, the ‘ Sonthal Parganas, Ranchi, Palamau 
Manbhum and Singhbhum) estimate an outturn of 100 per 
cent, or over, In 14 districts the crop is estimated at 
between 80 and 100 per cent., and in 20 districts sit is 
estimated at between 50 and 80 per cent,, while two only 
(the 24-Parganas and Patna) show an outturn below 
50 per cent. On comparing the present estimates of the 
crop with those made in October last, it will be seen that 
prospects haye improved in 15 districts, have remained 
unchanged in 10, and have deteriorated in 20, In .m 
preliminary forecast in October last, 1 estimated that 
88 per cent. (or 14 annas) of a normal crop would be 
harvested. According to the estimates now made by the 
District Officers, the outturn for the Provirice would not 
exceed 84 per cent. of the norma!, bat as there appears to 
me to be reasons to believe that some officers have under- 
estimated the prospects of the crop, I am not inclined to 
make any change in m original estimate, and think we 
may count on harvesting 88 per cent, of the normal crop of 

e Province as a whole, : 

Gross outturn.—If the outturn reaches 88 per cent., as 
estimated by me, the gross outturn for the Province will 
amount to about 281,000.000 ewts. this year, as compared 
with an outturn of 810,000,000 ewts. in 1899,

Tue total receipts of the Garden were Rs. 52,970, which sum includes an 
epening balance of Rs. 8,+25, The actual receipts during the year amounted to 
s. 44,145 as compared with Rs, 38,419 during 198-99, and Rs. 39,557 during 
1897-98. The increase was chiefly due to the liberal contributions aggregating 
Rs. 4,000 made to the funds of the Garden by His Excellency the Viceroy, 
His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad, and Raja Benoy ‘Krishna. The 
number of visitors who paid entrance money is shown below in comparison 
with the numbers since “1891-92 :—

In addition to these, students of different schools and children under 

age were admitted free of charge, and the Committee remark that the 
pularity of the Garden with the students and teachers of various educational 

institutions in Calcutta is not unnaturally increasing. 

2 The total expenditure of the Garden increased from Rs. 36,925 to 
Rs, 46,682 during the year under report. The increase was due chiefly to 
larger expenditure by the amount of Rs. 3,412 on the purchase and transport 
of animals, and the remainder on the construction of the house for the smaller 
carnivora and in extra repairs. ‘{he year closed with a balance of Rs, 6,288. 

8. The collection of animals in the Garden received an addition of 78 
mammals, 299 birds and 91 reptiles during the year. These were obtained 
as gifts or on deposit, or by purchase, or by exchange with foreign Zoological 
Gardens. Only nine manmals and one bird were born in the Garden during 
the year. In compliance with the orders passed in the Government Resolu- 
tion on last year’s Report, the Committee have, for the first time, submitted the 
following table showing the number of animals in the Garden on the 31st March 
of each of the last four years :—

Explanatory —This report formerly included all kinds 
of bhadoi crops, and figures for jute, indigo, cotton, and 
bhadoi til, for which separate forecasts are issued by this 
Department were also given in it, With Government order 
No. 2369T.—R., dated the 8rd November last, instructions 
were received for the omission from bhadoi and rabi fore- 
casts of all crops for which separate reports are issued. 
These orders have been carried out, and this is the first note 
on the bhadot crops from which figures of jute, indigo, and 
bha tot til have been excluded. 

2. Character of the season.—The character of the season, 
up to the middle of September was described in the prelimi- 
nary forecast of this orp which was issued on the 20th 
September last. The rain all in April and May was deficient 
in almost all parts of these Provinces, that in June and 
July, though more copious, was ee, distributed, 
while in August there was again a deficieucy. In September 
the fall was sufficient everywhere, and in the Presidency, 
Burdwan, and the Orissa Divisions it was exceptionally heavy. 
In October, however, the rains ceased abruptly, and there was 
very little rain anywhere, except in Orissa, during that month, 
while in November there has been practically no rain at all. 
The season has not, on the whole, been a favourable one 
for the bhadoi crops. 

3. Area sown.—Excluding the areas sown with jute, 
indigo, and bhadoi til, the normal area under the different bhadoi 
crops in this Province now stands at 13,660,909 acres. The 
area cultivated this year with the bhaloi crops is 13,226,500 
acres as against an area of 12,972,700 acres sown last year, 





when the season was excepttonally unfavourable. The area 
under bhadoi food-crops is estimated at 12,704,300 acres 
against 12,478,100 acres estimated last year. 

4. Outiurn,—It will be seen from the annexed abstract 

statement of the district returns that out of the 45 districts in 
the Province, only six districts (Saran, Malda, Hazaribagh, 
Ranchi, Manbhum, and Singhbhum) report a crop of 
100 per cent or over; in nine districts (Rajshahi, Dinaj- 
pur, Darjeeling, Bogra, Patna, Champaran, Darbhanga, 
Angul, and Palamau) the outturn varies between 90 an 
100 per cent., in 13 others it varies between 80 end 90 
per cent.; in 14 others between 70 and 80 per cent.; 
while in the remaining three it varies between 50 and 
70 per cent. Taking the Province as a whole, the 
District Officers estimate the outturn of the various bhadoi 
crops at 87 per cent, of a normal crop against a 65 per cent. 
crop estimated last year, Inthe preliminary forecast issued in 
September last, the total outturn was estimated by this 
Department at 92 per cent. of a normal crop, but this esti- 
mate must be slightly reduced in view of the unfavourable 
weather that has prevailed since it was originally framed, 
and I now think chat the outturn of these crops should be 
estimated as 90 per cent, of the normal. 
. Grcss outturn.—\t is impossible to frame any approxi- 
mate estimate of outturn for these bhadi crops, except in the 
case of bhadoi rice. Taking 86 per cent. as representing the 
probable outturn of this crop, the gross outturn of cleaned 
thadoi rice may be estimated at 48,3 900 cwts. as against 
44,372,700 ewts. estimated last year.

(Jessore and Darbhanga) report an outturn of between 80 
and 90 per cent.” The outturn in six others (Burdwan, 
Shahabad, Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur, Malda, and Cuttack) 
varies between 70 and 80 per cent. ; in three others (Bankura 
Midnapore, and Rangpur) between 50 and 60 per cent., while 
in the remaining five the outturn falls below 60 per cent., of 
anormal crop. The outturn for the Bihar districts taken 
together is 87 per cent., while that for the Lower Bengal 
districts is 54 per cent. of a normal crop, According to the 
district returns, the outturn for the Province as a whole 
comes to 78 per cent. of a normal crop. against 62 per cent. 
as finally estimated last year. In the preliminary forecast 
of this year I estimated the outturn for the Province at 
80 per cent, of a normal crop, and, considering the character 
of the season as a whole, I see no feason for modifying this 
estimate, : 

Gross outturn.—According to tho estimates of the District 
Officers, the outturn gor the five principal indigo districts 
of North Bihar amounts to 60,942 factory maunds, and 
that for the other districts of the Province to 10,638:
